ami the colored school there are more 
pupils than can he properly Instructed 
and cared |for. 
There is (talk that a 
new* high school building will lie a 
m atter of necessity. 
This being true, 
the council should not use the public 
funds on matters of little importance. 
In the high school at present there arc 
enrolled, 151 pupils. 
In the assembly 
room in the high school building there 
a o 64 seats which, with two in a scar, 
will 
accommodate 128 pupils. 
The 
room is now crowded to its utmost and 
with the additiou of a number of 
chairs,» there is little room for any­ 
thing else. 
The school 
authorities 
fear to crowd the room as the floors 
and walls of the building are in an 
unsafe condition. 
The floor is under 
constant strain an I has been felt to 
give slightly ’on * « evasions when the 
assembly room was completely filled. 
On one occasion some of the plastering 
on the ceiling in the room below fell 
to the floor and several pupils narrow ­ 
ly escaped injury. 
The building is 
really unsafe, and in case of fire would 
no doubt prove a death trap to many. 
In no other city in the State are the 
school so crowded as they are in Rush­ 
ville. 
In no other ’city has it been 
found necessary to use dwelling houses 
as school rooms. 
The schools in this 
city, even with the addition of the 
school building for colored children, 
are over crowded to a degree danger­ 
ous, anti the city should take some ac­ 
tion toward completing the arrange­ 
ments for building a uew high school 
building to fill the requirements not 
only of the present, but of the future 
as vrell.

RAILWAY COMMISSION 


— a*-------------- 
Bill to This End Is Being Pushed to 
Conclusion. 
Indanapolis. Feb. 13.—The railway 
commission bill will be a special order 
of business in the house tomorrow 
afternoon. 
By that time the senate 
will have passed the measure. 
The 
shippers are insistent that the mem­ 
bers of the commission be paid $4,000 
a year, but several members of the 
bouse will probably offer amendments 
to cut down the salary some several 
hundred dollars. 
The shippers take 
the position that the commisssion will 
not amount to much unless the best • 
men are appointed on it and to. get j 
them it will be necessary to offer 
good salaries. 
The railroad repre­ 
sentatives also seem anx ious that the 
salary of the members of the commis­ 
sion shall be fix ed at $4,000. 
It is 
said that Governor Hanly feels that If 
the legiBlature passes a good railway 
commission bill, strengthens the-Nich­ 
olson law and provides for the super­ 
vision of private banks It will have 
done well enough to be regarded here­ 
after as one of the best sessions in 
the history of the state. 


It is very doubtful if any track 
elevation bills will be presented this 
session of the legislature. 
The city 
officials here and the railroad attor­ 
neys have been quarreling so long 
about division of cost of track ele­ 
vation that it is not very likely that 
any bill giving the city authority to 
order 
the companies to elevate the 
tracks will get through. 
By waiting 
almost till the last gun is fired the 
city has played into the hands of the 
railroad lobby as ft will not be diffi­ 
cult to have the bill delayed until 
there will be no chance for it. 
It Is 
understood that an agreeement has 
been reached with all roads ex cept 
the Pennsylvania, but 
30 long as it 
holds out it is a menace to the pro­ 
posed legislation. 
The railroad lobby 
has been increased during the last 
few days and has been getting a 
better hold on the assembly than It 
had during the first half of the session 
when the reformers seemed to be in 
the saddle. 
It is now trying to de­ 
feat Senator Ulrey’s bill for track 
elevation at Ft. Wayne by offering 
amendments that the author of the 
measure says will practically kill * 
This is the attitude, 
however, 
the 
railroad lobby has always assumed 
here towards track elevation. 


The liquor interests will he led a 
strenuous life during the remainder 
of the session 
as 
the 
temperance 
forces are now bent on passing a hill 
to prohibit saloons within two hun­ 
dred feet of a church, public library 
or school. This would drive hundreds 
of saloons out of business that prob­ 
ably could not be reached with re­ 
monstrances. 
There is a bill in the 
senate providing heavy penalties for 
conducting “speak-eaeles” and “blind 
tigers” that spring up in many places 
when the saloons are driven 
out. 
There Is also a bill to raise the li­ 
cense fee to $1.000 a year. 
Inasmuch 
as there is a strong anti-saloon senti­ 
ment the liquor interests are not yet 
out of the woods. 


There 
is 
a 
growing 
disposition 
among the legislators to let the pri­ 
vate corporations code go over till the 
nex t session, as a number of the most 
prominent attorneys here are insist­ 
ing that the commission has framed it 
along the liberal lines of the New 
Jersey statutes and that its adoption 
would 
permit 
the consolidation 
of 
roads contemplated under the notori­ 
ous Joss bil* four years ago. 
Under 
the circumstances many think It best 
that nothing should be done with the 
code until the people have ample op­ 
portunity of studying its contents. 
If 
the legislature passes half of the codi­ 
fication bills it will have to work day 
and night for the remainder of the 
session. 


Governor Hanly was at his office to­ 
day for the first time In two we» ka 
He has recovered from his hard sieg'» 
of lagrippe. but has not fully regained 
his strength. 
He will have a vast 
amount of work in the nex t thirty 
days, as the legislature has not sent 
down any of the bills passed in the 
last two weeks as it was known that 
he was not well enough to consider 
them 
Attorney General Miller will I 
help him go over all%the bills.

In w hatever organization, the ideal 
condition is w ere everyb ody know s his 
d uty and does it. 
W hile there m ay b e 
some speculation as to w hether a d e­ 
finition of school shonld include the 
patrons, a ll w ill agree tha t no school 
can 
b e w holly 
successful 
w ithout 
the ir 
unanim ous co-operation. 
And 
so the ideal school is possib le only 
w here the teacher, the pupils and the 
patrons know the ir d uty and do it. 
W hat are the ir respective duties? 
In 
this'b rie f artic le we can only consider 
those of the patrons. 
B 
H ow ever careful the trustee may b e 
in selecting and placing his teachers, 
he w ill som etim es m ake m istakes. The 
teacher w ill not m easure up to his ex­ 
pectations. 
A nd again, a fairly good 
teacher m ay b e quite ob jectionab le to 
some 
jtatrnns b ecause 
of her good 
qualities 
are 
overlooked and short 
com ings m agnified. 
When a teacher 
has b een selected to teach a school it 
b ecomes an im portan t d uty of every 
patron to strengthen 
her 
influence 
w ith"tlio children a t even’ opportun­ 
ity, a t least in no case to weaken tha t 
influence 
If the teacher’s conduct is 
such tha t criticism or com plaint b e­ 
comes jus tifia b le , it should b e m ade 
to"the proper authorities, b ut never in 
the presence of the children. 
M ore­ 
over, children “should alw ays b e d is­ 
couraged from speaking disrespectful 
of the teacher. 
It w ould certain ly b e 
b etter for the patron to talk w ith the 
teacher ab out any apparent neglect of 
d uty on her part. 
In this w ay m any 
m istakes m ight b e easily corrected and 
others prevented, and in a great m any 
cases patrons m ight find tha t things 
w ere not as b ad as they supposed. 
V isitin g the school is evidently the 
pa tron ’s greatest d uty and yet how 
little of this is dona. 
To b e sure no 
one m eans to b e neglectful, b ut nndne 
appreciation of the 
im portance 
of 
v isitin g, together w ith confidence in 
the 
teacher’s 
ab ility, and perhaps 
tim id ity, accounts for m uch of the 
apathy in this particular. 
In 
this 
b nsy, strenuous age, m any, too, ex­ 
cuse them selves in the b elief tha t they 
have no tim e. 
V isitin g w ould give the patron an 
idea of the exten t of the teacher’s 
w ork and this in m any cases w ould b e 
a good thin g; b esides a m ore than 
passing acquaintance is essential for 
tha t m utual in terest w hich should ex­ 
ist on the part of teacher and patron. 
P atron s w ould b ecome acquainted 
w ith the teacher’s m ethod of in struc ­ 
tion and discipline, w hich they m ight 
apply to good advantage in the home 
B ut, m ore than all this the freqnent 
presence of the patrons w ould stim u 
late the teachers to do the ir b est. 
W ithout going into furthe r d etail let 
me urge tha t the patrons take ad v a n ­ 
tage of this splendid opportun ity to 
b e of real service to the school. 
I need not speak of the im portance 
of keeping the child ren in school re gu­ 
lar, and m any other things that are no 
sm all part of the patron 's duties. 
Mav 
there b e everyw here, and at all tim es 
tha t hearty co-operation w hich w ill 
insure us the very b est school.
